The fire had its origin in a tox 
of clean waste in the manual train- 
ing room, located in a separate 
building 60 feet from the main 
school structure. According to the 
probe of the authorities, oil-soaked 


rags were probably thrown into the 
comparatively clean waste, causing 
spontaneous combustion. As firemen 
entered the manual training plant 
they declared there was a _ strong 
smell of turpentine, but this may 
be accounted for, they say, by the 
fact this explosive is used in work 
at the school plant. 

Discovery of the blaze was made 
by school guards placed there fol- 
lowing the El Cerrito fire and by 


‘neighbors who had climbed into the 


building through windows and were 
attacking the fire with ‘patent ex- 


tinguishers when the fire depart- 
ment arrived. 

The fire was discovered about 
9:30 o’clock last night, and when 


the fire department arrived on the 
scene ‘the blaze was creeping up a 
side wall of the manual training 
building. The wall was burned up- 
wards for a distance of about eight 


feet when the blaze wag. extin- 
euished.

HISTORY OF OIL 


WELL ATTEMPTS 
HERE 15 TOLD 


Three Shafts Sunk in San Pablo 
Field; Oil Found In 
Each Attempt 


DERRICK OF ONE BLASTED 


Geologists Declares Oil In Paying 
Quantities Will Be 
‘ Found

the past week. Interest in 
the oil field has taken a new lease 
and many havé been inspecting the 
oil seepage to be found on land 
about San Pablo. 

It would probably be of interest 
to know the history of the search for 
oil in this vicinity. Three wells are 
known to have been sunk, one in 
1902, anothey ip Mph3. snd the third 
it 19138. The depth“ ranged from 
500 to 1000 feet—and oil was found 
in all three, but not in commercial 
quantities. But the average depth 
of paying oil wells is about 2800 |i 
feet.

Worked on Wells 


T. J. Fitzgerald, whose ranch is 
located near San. Pablo, saw all 
three attempts, and worked with 
drillers on two of the wells, he 


stated yesterday. 
“The first well,” said Fitzgerald, 
was Started in 1902 near a geolog- 


ical fault on the Collins ranch. Dif- 
ficulty was encountered at the 
start.. First the hole was. started 
crooked, then only a short distance 
down the casing stuck and it was 
necessary to sink a_ second shaft 
inside the first. Drilling continued 
until a depth of about 1000 feet was 
reached. During that time we struck 


| many oil indications and gas pockets, 


one pocket jamming the drill back 
up the shaft and causing consider- 
able trouble before it could be dis- 
lodged. alif ot. ws 
Oil Found 

“At 1000 feet the drill was show- 
ing considerable oil. Then the 
‘bosses’, whom I did not know, came 
out and ordered drilling stopped. 
They also gave orders to destroy the 


shaft. Several of us asked for the 
timber that had been used for the 


derrick but were told it had to be 
destroyed. The casing was taken 
out and dynamite placed at the four 
corners of the derrick. The result- 
ing explosion completely wrecked 
the well. 

“A second well was sunk in 1903 
near the location of the first. This 
was abandoned after we had gone | 
down about 800 feet. Considerable 
oil also was found at that depth. 
The casing was taken out of this 
well also. Indications can still be 
found where this well was located. 
It was our understanding that both 
of these ventures were abandoned 
for lack of money. Oil was cheap 
at that time and was found not 
in such large quantities as would | 
have paid at the depth the wells 
had been sunk. 

‘SHAFT REMAINS 

“The third well, across the fault, 
and on the Collins land, was sunk 
500 feet. The casing is still down 
in this well, and contains about 450 
feet of oil. The contract with the 
driller called only for a well 500 
feet deep.” 

Fitzgerald told of finding oil seepage 
30 years agon and the land and these 
can still be found in many places. 
Geologists declare that the wells 
sunk near the “fault” in the land, 
were in the wrong place to find oil 
in paying quantities, but say that 
the whole territory is soaked in 
oil forced up by hydralic force. They 
believe that wells sunk away from |! 
the “fault” would disclose a large, 
paying oil field. The seepage found 
in the San Pablo field is second only
